By way of explanation of the above, it is to be noted that 
there are approximately 250 persons of French birth rasiding in 
the State of Arizona. They are widely separated throughout the 
entire State. The majority of these persons are engaged in the 
sheep raising industry and a good number of the women are married 
to Veterans of World War I. No French organizations are in exis~ 
tence in the State of Arizona.

Rae MOST amazing thing that has happened in the war 
to date is the completely effective manner in whjch the 


federal lzqvernment has handled the alien problem, pprticu- 
larly the thousands of Japanese in the vital western states 
area. 


Too much credit, cannot be given the war and justice 
departments for their work. Before Pearl Harbor, we heard 
much and read more about “fifth column” activities in this 
country. That effective enemy activity has been of great 
value to the Axis powers everywhere in the world except in 
this country. ; 

That the Japanese had elaborate plans for sabotage on 
our West Coast, is undenied, but whatever their plans, they 
never had an opportunity to put them into effect. There 
have been some isolated incidents of “eifth column” activity 
by the Japanese, but nothing on the grand scale planned by 
the enemy. 

The reason for the Japs failure to carry through on 
their plans, of course, was the speedy manner in which all 
Japanese, both alien and citizen, were rounded up and evacu- 
ated out of the vital military areas. 

If the Japs should attempt an attack in force on any 
point along the coast, they would receive no assistance from 
Japariese residents, for there just aren’t any left remaining 
anywhere where they could he of assistance. {
